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HAYTIAN TROUBLES. 
Washington Officials Trying to Get 
at the Facts. 

New York, June 12.—|By the Asso- 
Clated Press.]! A Washington dispatch 
says: “There ts an air of expectation 
displayed at the State and Navy 
departments over the situation in 
Hayti. The officials are becoming im- 
patient at tbe delay in receiving full 
and accurate reports of the condition 
of affairs in the black republic. Yes- 
terday the State Department received 
a letter from Minister Douglass supple- 
mental to the dispdtch of the 28th of 
May. There are few details given, the 
minister merely reiterating what he 
stated in bis cablegram, namely, that 
the insurrection did not amount to 
much; that it was little more than a 


‘street riot by which one or two lives 


were lost. Notwithstanding Douglass’s 
temperate report the officiais of the 
State and Navy departments are antic- 
ipating trouble.

The 
question of closing the United States 
legation in Port- au- Prince is being serl- 
ously considered by the Government. 
A letter written by Minister Firman to 
the special commissioners in reply to 
their request for the lease of the mole 
St. Nicholas isso unfriendly in tone 
that serious offense has been taken in 
Washington. It is understood in their 
reply to this letter Minister Douglass 
and Admiral Gherardi expressed dis- 
satisfaction with the settlement of the 
affair and left the matter in such a 
condition that the subject can be taken 
up again.

The Day Devoted to Races. 
lian Testimony. - 


HEATHENS STANDING TOGETHER 


They all Swear That it Was a Tall 


Chinaman Who Ran Away 
After the Shot Was 
Fired. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the trial 
of Wong Ark for the murder of a China- 
woman named Goot Gueon April 26 last. 
was resumed before Judge Shaw anda jury 
in Department Six of the Superior Court. 
As on the preceding days of the trial, there 
was a large crowd in the body of the court- 
room, every available seat being occupied, 
and a large number of interested Chinamen 
standing huddled together near the doors. 

The proceedings were commenced with a 
renewal ofthe examination of We Chung, 
the third of the trio of Chinamen who, 
while on their way to look for a dice game, 
met a fugitive in an alley, just after hearing 
a shot fired. This man turned as soon as he 
saw the three men in front of him and die- 


appeared in some frame building. Al- 
though it was too dark to recognize his 
features, all three witnesses agreed that he 
wore black clothing and was a tall slim 
Chinaman, 

The trio proceeded tothe scene of the 
shooting and the witness heard Goot Gue 
say that she did not know who shot her. 
It was fully five minutes after the shot was 
fired before the arrival of the man on horse- 
back, andthe policemen did not come for 
two or three minutes afterthat. Goot Gue 
was sitting ona chair showing where she 
was shot when Officer Ronn arrived. 

On cross-examination the witness stated 
that he was a vegetable gardener. When 
he first saw the fugitive the man was about 
twenty steps from where Goot (jue lay. He 
also saw another man running in the oppo- 
site direction. 

On reaching the place where the wounded 
woman was, the witness heard some one 
ask her whether there was any danger of 
her dying, towhich she replied that she 
was only shot in the stomach, but was not 
dangerously hurt. The witness admitted 
that he belonged to the Hop Wah Company, 
but knew nothing of the Hop Sing Tong 
Society, except from hearsay. He denied 
that he nad told Officer Vignes in his room 
that he knew nothing whatever about the 
case as he was in d and asleep. and 
naively added that he did not do so because 
he had to work tor aliving and the “police 
officers were so much trouble.“ * 

V. J. Rowan, the Deputy County Clerk, 
who occupies the position of official 
draughtsman for the county, was called by 
the prosecution simply to identify a mapof 
the scene of the shooting, which was spread 
upon the blackboard. 

Jesse Hardesty, Esq., defendant’s coun- 
sel, then took t 0 stand voluntarily, and 
stated that Wo Chung bad been up to his 
office. with several other witnesses, to talk 
over with him as an attorney what he knew 
of the case. He had not, however, been 
spoken to since he had been on the stand. 

The-witness was not cross-examined. 

The next witness was a Chivaman named 
Lem Loon. Hetestified to the effect that 
on April 27, the day after the shooting, 
Wong Chee ‘asked him to go up to the police 
station and have Wong Ark taken down to 
see Goot Gue, but instead of doing so he 
went to Officer Rohn and asked him to have 
Ark come down. kohn said: No. 
know what you people are doing. Tou have 
taught the girl What to say.“ This was be- 
tween 6 and 7 o’clock in the evening. The 
witness denied that he belonged to the Hop 
Sing Tong Society. 

nu Chone, the proprietor of the res- 
taurant on Alameda street, testified that he 
knew Officer Rohn, who used to board at 
his place. He was standing in front of his 

restaurant when he heard a shot fired aud 
a police whistle blown, on the nicht of 
April 26. His partner, Chu Chung, was 
standing close by at the time, and botu saw 
anumber of people running to Apablasa 
street. The screen door of the restaurant 
was closed at that time, but officer Kohn 
was not inside. Nor had he been during 
the evening. He had never had any 
trouble or words with Rohn and had told 
bim if he wanted a meal it was all right. 
‘Lhe witness, on cross-examination, stated 
thatthe water tank was just inside the 
door, and he must have seen anyone who 
wentinto the restaurant, from where he 
stood,but he was positive that no one did 80. 
He admitted that he was a member of the 
Sing Tong Society. 
hu Chung, the partner of the — 
witness, corroborated Chung’s testimouy in 
every particular except as to having heard 
the shot. He was positive that neither Offi- 
cer Rohn, nor anyone else, was in the res- 
taurant at the time, because he stood near 
the water tank and must have scen them it 
they were there. He was not cross-ex- 
amined. 

An important witness for the defense was 
found in Low Fon, a store and lodging- 
house keeper, who testified that he lived 


two doors from the house of Lu Tuck on 


Apablasa street. Shortly after 10 o'clock on 
the night of April 26, he closed his store 
and was just stepping outside to shut the 
blinds when he heard a shot. He was then 
looking up the street. He immediately 
turned and saw Goot Gue fall anda very 
tall man runtoward Alameda street. He 
was only about thirteen steps away, and 
heard Goot Gue say that she wasshot. Just 
as he reached her side Fook Moy came out 
and asked the wounded woman who shot 
her. She replied, 1 don’t kuow. sSome- 
body shoot me.“ A crowd soon gathered, 

and seme minutes afterward a man on 
borseback arrived, and later on a policeman 
came. Fook Moy and Lu Tuck carried the 
woman in before the officer’s arrival. The 
witness knew Wong Ark and was positive 
that it was not he whom he had seen rua- 
ning away. 

On cross-examiaation, the witness admit- 
ted that Goot Sue said that it was probably 
Kum Dock that shot her. He denied em- 
phaticaily that he had ever told a police- 
man anything about the case, but admitted 
having told Lem Lune it. He denied 
that he belonged to the Hop. Sing Tong 
Society, and insisted that he was a busiuess 
man. 

In response to questions put by the Court, 
the witness stated that he was lu front of 
the door of the store when the shot was 
fired, looking in the opposite direction, and 
he only heard Goot Gue say. ‘Somebody 
shoot me.“ in response to the queries of 
Fook Moy and others in the crowd. 

One of the jurors asked the witnessa 
number of pertinent questions, and asked 
the Court to recall the witness Wong Ting, 
as he wished to ascertain the lay of the land 
in the vicinity of the shooting. 

Mr. Hardesty raised an objection to the 


map upon the blackboard on the ground 


that it was unfair, as Marchessault street 
was not shown upon it at all, but the Court 
overru'ed it, and ordered a recess until 2 
o’clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

On reconvening for the afternoon session 
the cross-examination of Low Fow was re- 
sumed after a delay of fifteen minutes oc- 
casioued by the tardiness of Counsellor 
Hardesty. but, merely upon the statemeat 
made by Goot Gue as to who shot her. 

Wong Gum then took the stand and tes- 
tified that he lived on Apablasa street four 
doors from Lee ‘Tuck's house on the Ala- 
ineda street side. When he heard the shot 
fired on the the night of April 26, he was in 
the rear room smoking opium. He at once 
Kot up, put on his shoes and hat and rau 
out. On reaching the street by the front 
door he heard a woman screaming. There 
were then eight or ten men gr 
around Goot Gueon the sidewalk, * 
whom were talking excitedly. . Goot Gue 
anid that she was shot, but did not know by 
whom, 

‘The District Attorney and Mr. Hardesty 
engaged in a little play at this juncture, 
the former remarking that thegdefendant’s 
counsel had his witnesses trained, and the 
latter retorting that he bad seen the Dis- 
trict Attorney attempt to traina witness 
himself, The matter promised to become 
interesting, but the Court reminded the de- 
teudant's counsel that there was a witness

house, He did not see any policeman until 
just as he reached his own house, when one 
passed. Ile admitted that he belonged to 
the Lim Yung Company, and that he had 
talked the matter over with Charlie Ah 
Him. lie had told Charlie Ah Him that he 
saw SO and so, and was then told that Ark’s 
lawyer wanted him as a witness, 

In response to the Court, the witness 
said that Goot Gue was asked where she 
was shot. She replied that she was shot in 
the stomach, but did not know who shot 
her, as she could not see. Some one asked 
her if there was any danger of her dying, 
and she replied I think not.“ 

Lem You, an intelligent Chinaman, who 
spoke remarkably good English, testified 
without the aid of an interpreter to the 
effect that he and Ah Tet were sitting in 
front of his house on the corner of Ala- 
meda and Apabiasa streets, when they 
heard a pistol shot about 10: 45 v’clock on 
the night of April 26. He almost imme- 
diately started up Apablasa street, when 
he saw tall man running down the middle 
of the street. who passed them, and another 
rannivg up in the opposite direction. 

He corroborated the testimony of the 
other witnesses as to Goot Gue’s statement 
in every particular, and also swore that she 
was carried into the house by Lee Tuck and 
Fook Moy. He saw Goot Gue next day 
after breakfast, and talked to her. 

The witness was interrogated as to what 
she said, but the Court sustained the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s objections to the questions. 

On cross-examination, Lem You admitted 
that he and his partner ran a domino game 
in connection with their store. He knew 
Officer Bevan, having seen him every day; 
but denied ever having told him that “Wong 
Ark, dam fool, kill woman, no get his 
money back:’’ nor that he had been playing 
dominoes and didn’t know anything of the 
shooting. 

He admitted that he was a member of the 
Hop Sing Tong society and several other 
societies, but said he never saw Wong Ark 
at the meetings of the former society. He 
admitted that he and Wong Ark were Free- 
masons, however, when cornered by the 
Distriet Attorney. 

in response to aquestion put by the Court, 
Lem said he saw the flash and sinoke of the 
pistol from where he was sitting, just after 
hearing the report, and he was then ques- 
tioned at some length by one of the jurors 
as to whether or not he kuew the man who 
. — past him, but denied that he recognized 
him. 

He denied emphatically that he had cir- 
culated a petition to raise money to defend 
Wone Ark, or that he had contributed any- 
thing for that purpose. 

Ab Tet was then cailed and corroborated 
the 8 ofthe preceding witness in 
every detail except as to seeing the flash 
and smoke of the pistol, which he could not 
do, as he was standing with his back to 
Apablasa street. 

On 88 the witness denied 
that when the officérs entered his room next 
day while he was in bed, he told them that 
it was Wong Ark’s room, but that he had 
not been there that night. When Officers 
Vignes and Audie went to his room, he told 
them that the next room was formerly occu- 
pied by Wong Ark: There was a pistol in 
that room, and the witness saw Auble, 
through the window, take it up and say 
“no good.” He afterward saw the cart- 
plane lying on the table. He denied hav- 
ing a conversation with Bevan inthe hall- 
way shortly afterward, or that he had wid 
him he knew anything about the 
He admitted that Charlie Au Him was his 
brother, and that he had told him, Ah Loon, 
and the lawyer what he knew. He des led 
— he was a member of the Hop Sing Tong 

ompany. 

The next witness, Wong Choo, testified 
that Goot Gue was his sister. At the time 
of the shooting he was up in his room, but 
about ten minutes afterward, he went to 
where she was, at Lu Tuck’s house, After 
having been taken to the police station and 
kept there = hour, she was carried back to 
Lu Tuck’s piace. 

‘The witness was interrogated as to Goot 
Gue’s opinion as to her condition, and her 
chances between life and death, but the 
District Attorney’s objections were sus- 
tained, the defendant’s counsel* excepting 
tothe ruling of the Court. The witness 

stated that about 6.0’clock on the evening 
after the shooting, he told Goot Gue that 
Wong Ark had been arrested. She wept 
copiously, and said that it was probabiy not 
Wong Ark who shot ber. She tnen asked 
him to bring Ark to see her, and he in turn 
asked Ah Loon to do 80, but be did not 
come. She died 3 6 o’clock that night. 
Her property was carried from her room to 
the cemetery and burned. The doctor and 
Auble carried away her jewelry. The wit- 
ness never saw Wong Ark’s picture in her 
room. The officers did not make any search 
of the premises at the time of her death. 

On cross-examination, the witness stated 
that Goot Gue was his cousin, but ‘‘count- 
ing in the same line was his sister,” and 
admitted thaé he had told the police that he 
was her cousin in order to get the jewelry. 
He denied that Goot Gue had ever said in 
his hearing that Ark shot her. At the time 
she stated that it was probably not Ark; 
another Chinaman was present, but he had 
gone to Fresno. 

Atthe close of the witness’ examination, 
court adjourned for the day, a recess being 
ordered uutil 10 o’clock this morning. 


ABOUT A VALENTINE, 


An Amusing Case Before Justice 
Stanton Yesterday.

When Mrs. Dickhoff responded to 
the summons, by 288 the door, the 
defendaut threatened to kill her, and af ter 


an exchange of mutual courtesies Mrs. 
Grosse slapped her neighbor’s face and 
walked 

On investigation, however, it was shown 
that some time before this occurrence, Mrs. 
Dickhoff received a couple of large carica- 
ture valentines from some anonymous cor- 
respondent, whom she at once supposed to 
be Mrs. Grosse. She was unable to assign 
any —— for her surmise, but was con- 
fident of its truth. In order, therefore, to 
revenge herself upon the sender, she in- 
duced a little girl, the daugi:ter of a neigh- 
ber named Schenck, to write a lengthy 
communication in German on the back of 
each, andin addition to this, verses were 

written in English, the least abjectipnable 
of which read as follows: 


*Madam: 
You are a darling, 
Your husband isa dear, 
Oh, if you only knew how often 
He and 1 together drink our beer. 


You think you are a darling: 
You think it very nice 

To own a baker shop, 
And keep your beer on ice. 


The day is not far distant 
When you will come to grief. 
And the time between your denth 
And our marriage will be brief. 


And — my darling baker woman, 
We will often pray for ae 
And after we are marr 
. We will call the chitid 0. D 
_ KATHARINE.” 


The valentines were then dispatched to 
Mrs. Grosse, who immediately jumped to 
the conclusion that Mrs. Dickboff had sent 
them, although she also was unable to as- 
sign any, reason for her belief. Stung by 
the insults conveyed on the backs of the 
missives, Mrs. Grosse set out to revenge her- 
self in person, and armed with the iron bar, 
above referred to, called upon Mrs. Dick- 
hoff and cominitted the offense charged. 
After hearing the testimony of a number 
of witnesses Justice Stanton adjudged the 
defendant guilty, and placed her under 
bonds in the sum of $100 to keep: the pece 
for a period of six months, much to her dis-

The committee appointed to examine and 
report as to the financial condition of the 
affairs of the orange carnival beg leave to 
report as follows: 

This committee was appointed without 
any knowledge of its appointment until 
the announcement was made through the 
public press, and the appointment was 
made without knowledge on our part, but 
after being appointed, each one of the com- 
mittee felt it to bea duty which he owed to 

he members of the Executive Committee of 
the orange carnival whose action in that be- 
half had been brought into question, to ex- 
amine fully into the detalis of every ex- 
penditure made by them, and we have 
done 80. 

Every cent of mone 
committee has been 
for, iu fact, 
accounts, both of receipts and expenditures, 
have been kept bas rendered any other 
result practically impossible, 

The entire gate receipts were received by 
the Chicago position Company, and the 
amounts due the committee were by the 
exposition company turned over to the com- 
mittee daily, with detailed accounts therevf, 
and thereupon deposited with the Conti- 
nental National Bank, and the accounts of 
the same as kept by the committee agree 
with the original reports of the exposition 
comp..ny. 

These original reports made out by the 
exposition company were examined by us 
and accord with the amounts of money 
credited by the committee. The system of 
checks as adopted by the committee and the 
expusition Company in relation to the gate 
receipts render it practic.lly impossible to 
suppress any pirt of the receipts, and the 
amount a8 reported must have been correct, 

In regard to the expenditures, a system 
of checks and receipts was adopted from 
the beginning, excepting $500, whiche was 
deposited with Mr. Haschette, of which we 
will speak later on, which throws a safe- 
guard around the fuudsof the committee, 
that rendered an error impractic bie. 

Ail accounts itemized being first exam- 
ined and approved by the members of the 
cummittee having chargé thereof, a receipt 
ane then taken and payment made by 
check un the Continental Natienal Bank 
drawn by the treasurer. 

‘This system enabled us to examine. 
which we did, receipts aud checks for ever 
item of expenditure, no matter how small 
they were, and we found them all correct. 

In addition, we desire to say that after 
careful examinatian of every item of ex- 
penditure we did not find one solitary item 
that in our judgment was uunecessary; on 
the contr.ry, many bills have been reduced 
in amount, showing a careful supervision 
over every item, and in all these expendi- 
tures we have not fouod one item of per- 
sonal individual expenditures not con- 
nected with the carnival, It is our unani- 
mous Delief that no enterprise of the mag- 
nitude of this one has ever been conducted 
with as little grounds to question the in- 
tegrity of the management as is manifested 
in the details of this one. 

We take pleasure in making this state- 
ment because these gentiemen have con- 
tributed their personal services to the 
southern part of our State without compen- 
sation, aud they have doue it well.

MAXWELL DEFEATED. 


The World’s Fair Directory yester- 
day took action in the matter of the 
confirmation of the appointment of 
Walter S. Maxwell as chief of the 


} bureau of horticulture. In spite of the | 


fact that the committee appointed to 
investigate charges against bis 
character reported that there was 


no proof to sustain such charges, 


when the nomination was put 
to the vote, Maxwell was defeated 
by the large majority of 25 to 8. Di- 
rector-General Davis thereupon sub- 
stituted the name of Gen. N. P. Chip- 
man of Tehama county, who was at 
once confirmed. The board of control 
has still to pass upon the appointees. 
The defeat of Maxwell for this re- 
sponsible position is a subject for con- 
gratulation, as his election would have 
been a matter of sincere regret. Had 
he been appointed, there is no doubt 
that a damper would have been thrown 
upon California’s leading exhibit at 
the outset. Although Gen. Chipman 
was not the first choice of TE TimMEs 
for the position, we congratulate him 


sincerely upon his appointment, 
believing that he will worthily 
represent the great horticultural 


interests of the State. He is a practi- 
cal horticulturist and an honorable 
man. His speech at the recent South- 
ern California citrus fair showed that 
he fully appreciates the resources of 
this section and justifies the belief that 
in him the whole ot California will find 
an intelligent and toprejudiced expo- 
nent. 


BLAINE AND THE PRESIDENCY, 


Although it is quite a long time yet 
until the next Presidential election, 
speculation on the subject of the can- 
didates begins to grow quite brisk. At 
this early day public opinion has, of 
course, not yet chrystallized on the 
subject, and any variety of ideas may 
be attained that a person is inclined to 
look for. 

One of the much-vexed questions in 
this connection is whether Biaine will 
or will not be a candidate. Murat 
Halstead, who is aclose personal friend 
of Blaine’s, says that the latter does 
not “hanker after the Presidency.” 
This-is the way Mr. Halstead puts it: 


I should think that if Mr. Blaine were 
couvineed that he was the only Kepublican 
who could be elected to the Presidency he 
would withdraw all objections to making 
the race, and I am under the impression 
that the circumstances that would implant 
that conviction in the mind of Mr. Blaine 
would also. persuade the President to the 
same effect, and that the President would 


himself dead the way as a Blaine man. 


Americans who are not hero-wor- 
shipers, although they may fully 
recognize Mr. Blaine's great ability 
and merits, do not relish this talk 
about 'the only Republican who could 
be elected, even as a supposition. 
Such a supposition conveys a covert 
insult to the party, suggesting a bar- 
renness of resources and material 
which does not exist, nor is likely to 
exist. The Republican party has scores 
of able, honorable men, any one of 
whom could occupy the Presidential 
chair with credit to himself and the 
Nation. 

The attempt of Mr. Blaine’s inju- 
dicious friends to place him on a 
pedestal far above all other living 
Americans has injured their candi- 
date’s chances in the past and created 
much unnecessary resentment, If 
Mr. Blaine's friends are wise, and 
really desire again to push him forward 
for the Presidential race, they will 
considerably modify their deification 
of their hero and consequent belittle- 
ment of other worthy men. 

Mr. Halstead is convinced that 
Blaine would not accept a nomina- 
tion that implied going on the stump. 
This is a practical admission that Mr. 
Blaine's physical powers are waning. * 
The fact that he could not be relied 
upon to assist in the campaign by mak- 
ing more than a few speeches might, 
perhaps, be properly considered to 
counteract the unusual amount of per- 
sonal magnetism with which his friends 
credit him. 

Mr. Halstead thinks that, in case it’ 
should be Blaine against Cleveland— 
and he believes the latter will be nomi- 
nated—Blaine would easily beat him. 

Echoes of an impending Blaine boom 
come from other quarters. Gen. Rus- 
sell Alger, who is credited with still 
believing himself something of a Pres- 
idential possibility, told a Seattle re- 
porter this week that he isin favor of 
Blaine, accompanying his remarks by 
the following somewhat bombastic and 
Biainiacal language: 


If Mr. Blaine indicates to the Republi- 
can party that he will be its candidate for 
President, I believe they would nominate 
him ina moment, without a shadow ofa 
fear that he would be defeated by any man 
who might be nominated for the same office 
by the opposing party. * 


It is somewhat remarkable that the 
experience of recent history does not 
seem to temper the enthusiasm of Mr. 
Blaine’s admirers with any appreciable 
amount of judgment. The mass of 
the American people are for a party 
and for the principles which that party 
represents, while the mass of Mr. 
Blaine’s supporters appear perennially 
willing to make party interests sub- 
sidiary to those of the man whom they 
worship. This is a state of affairs 
which makes Democrats rejoice, but 
causes patriotic Republicans to grieve. 

If Mr, Biaine’s backers would per- 
mit the introduction into the discus- 
sion of an inquiry as to the best inter- 
ests of the party, and would admit—if 
only for the sake of argument—the 
possibility of the existence of other 
available Republican candidates, the 
political situation would be much 
simplified and the outlook for Repub- 
lican victory next year more thoroughly 
assured,

AMERICA’S SOCIAL SCUM, 


Commenting on the corruption in 
high English circles which the bacca- 
rat case has disclosed, the Stockton

Everywhere that history emphasizes the 
truth that the ones who must work, yet 
in working attain comfort, are the most 
biessed of all men, Tu work and thrive 
is a royal thing; to work and starve, or to 
livein luxury without labor, are equally 
baneful. England’s aristocracy has become 
arotten thing, because Satan still gives 
work to idle hands, aud, as the years pass, 
the same master will more and more look 
out for America’s wealthy idlers, If Great 
Britain were as evil throuchout as are its 
blue-blooded peaple, the nation would not 
long exist. Scum floats on the surface of 
water, but the life-giving liquid is beneath.

Why the United States Has not 
Ratified the Congo Treaty. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A number of in- 
quiries have been received at the State 
Department from philanthropic organ- 
izations and individuals as to the fail- 
ure of the United States to signify its 
adherence to the Congo treaty, the 
final ratification of which must be ex- 
changed before the end of the month. 
This treaty is an agreement to sup- 
press the slavetrade and the sale of 
breech-loading tirearms and intoxi- 


rial Africa, and nearly all of 
the great powers have accepted it. To 
inquiries at the State Department 
it was replied that the subject is still 
pending in the United States Senate 
and the department does not feel at 
liberty to discuss the matter generally, 
but it is proper to say that as a result 
of recent correspondence it is not im- 
probable the treaty will go into effect 
at the appointed time in respect to all 
sovereignties except the United States, 
and it will be left open to this Govern- 
ment to give ite adhesion hereafter. 
Zhe opponents of the treaty in the 
last session of the Senate took their 
stand upon several propositions. One 
was that the approval of the treaty 
by the United States would carry 
with it recognition of certain French

Queen Bees May Be Imported Free 
of Duty. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Assistant Secre- 
tary Spalding has decided that queen 
bees are entitled toentry free of duty 
under the tariff provision for animals 
specially imported for breeding pur- 
poses, notwithstanding the require- 
ment that the provision for a 
certificate of pedigree showing 
pure breed cannot possibly be 
complied with in their case. This is 
in harmony with the practice under 
the old tariffs, but it is in conflict with 
the practice under the present tariff of 
assessing a duty on queen bees at the 
rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
the provision for animals not other- 
wise provided for. The present ruling 
is based on representations that these 
bees are never imported for other than 
breeding purposes, and that they are 
always of superior breed.

Edward Atkinson’s Piain Talk to the 
Boston Convention. 
Boston, June 12.—At the Interna- 

tional Typographical Union Conven- 

tion today the constitution was 
amended to make the president of the 

International Typographical Union a 

delegate ex-officio to the American 

Federation of Labor. 

The proposition to cöoperate with 
other organizations in establishing 
labor bureaus and labor lyceums was 
defeated. The following was adopted: 

Employers and printers not working at 
the business can remain on the active mem- 
bership list under direction of subordinate 
unions, but — shall not be eligible 
for office in the International or subordi- 
nate unions. 

Hon. Edward Atkinson addressed 
the convention this afternoon, and in 
the course of his remarks said that no 
laws or actions should in any way re- 
strict the liberty of the individual in 
learning any trade or disposing of his 
time. “As astudent who works four- 
teen hours a day.“ he said, “I view 
with distrust the disposition of large 
bodies of working men to rely more and 
more upon the State and sumptuary 
legislation instead of their own indi- 
vidual exertions. This I come to warn 
you about.“ 

R. O'Donnell of New Yerk moved a 
vote of thanks to Atkinson and at the 
same time subjected that gentleman to 
a cross- examination. Atkinson re- 
affirmed his opinion that no man 
should be deprived of liberty to work 
as long as he pleases and at whatever 
wages he pleases without regard to 
organization, shouts of rats“ and 
hisses came from all over the hall and 
more than half the delegates arose on 
the vote of thanks.

IQUIQUE (Chile.) June 12.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Dispatches received 
from Tocopilla say that some torpedo 
eruisers and the warship Imperiale 
recently landed men, who destroyed 
the archives in the government. offices 
and carried away all the money they 
could find. 

Eye witnesses emphatically deny the 
report that President Balmaceda’s 
cruirers made an attack on Iquique. 
They say the Congressional warship 
chased them away. There were no 
Congressional vessels at Pisagaua 
on the 8th when the attack was 
made on that place by the torpedo, 
boats Almirante Lynch and Almirante 
Condell, but the torpedo boats retired 
when the forts opened fire on them. 
The Imperiale had been struck twice 
by shells but received only slight dam- 
age. The Congressional ships are all 
reported in good order, except the bot- 
toms are a little foul. 

New York, June 12.—A cable dis- 
patch received from Chile by a mer- 
cantile house today confirms the news 
of the bombardment by govern- 
ment vessels of ports occupied by 
the insurgents. It is also re- 
ported that the forces of 
the government landed at various 
points on the coast, and were joyfully 
received. More than eight hundred 
soldiers and marines who were de- 
tained by the revolutionary forces were 
liberated and embarked on the trans- 
ports and steamer imperiale to serve 
under orders of the government. 

PANAMA, June 12,—The Chilean in- 
surgent steamer Esmeralda, which 
reached here several days ago from 
Acapulca, and was permitted to take a 
supply of coal from the stock of the 
Panama Railroad Company, sailed last 
night southward. 


GERMAN GRAIN TARIFF. 


Chancellor von Caprivi Defends the 
Government’s Course. 

BERLIN, June 12.—{By Cable and 
Associated Press.] In the lower house 
of the Prussian Diet today the debate 
on grain duties was resumed, Von 
Capriui declared that it was impossible 
for the government to submit to the 
house the reports which been received 


gard to ingiries made by the 
government as to grain matters. But 
the Chancellor added, commenting on 
the Russian report, that there was no 
danger that Russia would not supply 


spfiicient grain for the use Germany. 


In conclusion, the Chancellor strongly 
protested against the reproach that the 
government had not paid due consid- 
eration to the wellfare of the working 


people. 

After considerable additional debate 
Rickert’s motion, that the government 
should submit fo the house the mate- 
rial upon which the, Chancellor based 
his recent speech upon grain duties, 
was rejected by a vote of 223 to 20.

The coyote-bounty law is in reality a 
piece of class legislation. Sheepmen, 
hogmen and poultrymen were the in- 
stigators of the law for the special pro- 
tection of these interests. And no 
doubt a good many hunters, trappers 
and sportsmen did what they could to 
get it enacted for the sake of the reve- 
nue they knew to be in it for them. 

On the other band the law will, if 
long continued, work a hardship on 
the vineyardists, orchardists and farm- 
ers generally. The killing of one coy- 
ote, which never injures vines, trees 
nor vegetables, means an increase of 
at least 100 jack-rabbits and cottontails 
within a year. . 

Now suppose during the two years 
this law will be in force tbat 300 coy- 
otes are killed in each county in the 
State, this would be about sixteen 
thousand coyotes, and permit an extra 
increase of about three million of the 
long-eared tribes aforementioned. | 

ow long will the State conginue the 
legislation that encourages such a state 
of things? We believe the law will be 
repealed as soon as possible after the 
convening of the next Legislature. 

In the meantime the law will change 
the channels of a considerable quan- 
tity of money. Young orchards, vine- 
yards and vegetable gardens will nec- 
essarily be fenced. ire netting will 
be in great demand. There will be an 
increase in the sale of firearms and am- 
munition. Rabbit pie will often take 
tne place of roast lamb; and the fes- 
tive cottontail will be frequentiy sub- 
stituted for spring chicken. Sheepmen 
and chicken-raisers may find after al! 
thatthe law is not a rose withont 
thorns. Eventothe orchardist it is 
not an unmixed evil. 
Coyote has norelish for the bark of 
fruit trees, nor appetite for the buds 
of grapevines, he does not liketo stuff 
himself on ripe peaches, luscious grapes 
and red-ripe watermelons. Hence, his 
extermination would give joy to the 
fruitman if there were no over-balan- 
cing evil effects.

For the next 
three years he had charge of a Unitarian 
church in Rhode Island. During this time 
he wrote several very beautiful hymns, 
some of which are still in the song books 
used by the Unitarians. In 1855 he went 
to New York and began writing for Put 
nam’s Magazine. His ability was acknowl- 
edged at once, and Mr. Raymond gave him 
the place of chief editorial writer on the 
New York Times.
